A communication from the Trustees of Emmanuel African Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, Portsmouth, Virginia, to this Conference, 
was read, and, on motion, referred to the Committee on the Religious 
wants of the Colored People. 

On motion of P. A. Peterson, the action of the Conference on 
yesterday, by which the case of W. W. Spain was referred to the 
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Presiding Elder of Randolph Macon District for investigation, wa.*^ 
reconsidered, and his character was passed. 

John R. Kilby, chairman of a meeting of the lay delegates to 
this Conference, held this morning, reported to the Conference a 
preamble and resolutions adopted by the meeting, which are as fol- 
lows ; 

Whereas^ We, the Lay Delegates to the Virginia Annual Conference, believing 
the missionary spirit of Methodism as heretofore set forth and carried out in its 
itinerant system, distributing the talent and usefulness of the ministry among all 
our people, and carrying the gospel to all men in all places, to be under God, the 
great strength and power of our Church ; and believing that all independent pas- 
toral charges and supplies of ministers outside and independent of the good old 
Disciplinary plan, are contrary to the wise teachings and successful usages of our 
fathers, detrimental to our church, and injurious to the spread of the gospel, and 
believing that these evils are slowly insinuating themselves unrebuked among our 
people; and whereas our presiding officer. Bishop Wightman, deemed it proper to 
offer a word of exhortation to his clerical brethren, asking their sympathy, prayers 
and co-operation in the arduous and solemn work of stationing the ministers, en- 
treating the ministry in the spirit of self-sacrifice, and without murmuring, to 
acquiesce in the appointments made, trusting in the providence of God ; and 
whereas we steadfastly believe in and heartily accept the Methodist^ doctrine, that 
after earnest prayer to God for his guidance and the influence of his Holy Spirit 
in the council, and with an honest and impartial determination to look only to the 
glory of God, and the good of his church in the stationing room, the work then, 
there, and thus accomplished, has his blessing and his protection ; and believing it 
to be the high and holy duty of every Methodist, clerical and lay, cheerfully to 
acquiesce in this serious and solemn work of the church ; therefore 

Mesolved, That the laity of the Virginia Conference will cheerfiilly and aflec- 
tionately receive into their circuits and stations, their hearts and their homes, 
whomsoever the Bishop, in the providence of God, shall send to the work ; and 
recognizing the hand of God in this ancient usage, they will, to the utmost of their 
ability, uphold the church and support the ministry with their hands, their purses, 
and their prayers. 

Mesolved, That the chairman and brother Thomas Whitehead, be, and they are 
hereby appointed a committee to lay the action of this meeting before the annual 
Conference. 

On motion of James A. Duncan, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That we, the ministers of the Virginia Annual (Jonference, most 
warmly reciprocate the generous Christian action of the lay delegates of this 
body, as expressed in the preamble and resolutions with which they have re- 
sponded to the address of the Bishop concerning his important and responsible 
task in stationing the preachers of the Conference. 



William H. Hopkins, a deacon of the Conference, passed in ex- 
amination of character and was continued as a deacon. 

William M. Jerdone, Charles E. Watts, John N. Jones, John 
W. Hildrup, and Joshua L. Garrett, who were continued on trial 
at the last Conference, passed in examination of character, were ex- 
amined before the Conference by the Bishop in accordance with the 
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provisions of the Discipline, and were severally admitted into full 
c'onnection ; and Charles E. Watts was elected to elders’ orders, 
and John N. Jones to deacons’ orders. 

Aurelius W. Holt, who was continued on trial at the last Con- 
ference, passed in examination of character, and on account of ill 
health was continued on trial. 

The following local preachers were severally recommended by 
the Quarterly Conferences of the charges to which they respectively 
belong, for election to deacons’ orders, passed in examination of 
character, and were elected accordingly, viz. : John W. Synco, of 
Market Street Station, Petei’sburg , John W. Dadisman, of Pied- 
mont Mission ; Thomas L. Austin, of Bedford Springs Circuit ;

FIFTH DAY. 

Monday, November 23, 1868. 

Conference met according to adjournment. Bishop Wightman in 
the chair. 

Religious exercises were conducted by John W. Howard. 

The minutes of Saturday’s session were read and approved.

James C. Reid, a local preacher of Charlottesville Station ; Wil-

recommended by their respective Quarterly Conferences for admis- 
sion into the traveling connection on trial, passed in examination of 
character, and were admitted accordingly.

Charles H. Hall, an Elder of our church, who located at the 
session of this Conference held at Danville, November 30th, 1865, 
applied for readmission into the traveling connection, passed in 
examination of character and was readmitted accordingly. 

The Joint Board of Finance, through Alexander G. Brown, 
chairman, made a report, which was read and adopted, and the 
funds distributed. (See Financial Exhibit.) 

And then the Conference adjourned. 
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SEVENTH DAY. 

Wednesday, November 25, J868. 

Conference met according to adjournment. Bishop Wightman in 
the chair. 

Religious exercises were conducted by Robert Michaels. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

Robert O. Burton, from the Committee on the Religious wants 
of the Colored People, made a report, which was read and made 
the order of the day for eleven o’clock to-day. 

James W. Harrison, formerly a local deacon of High Street 
Station, Petersburg, who was deprived of his credentials by expul- 
sion, produced a certificate of the Quarterly Conference of said 
station duly signed and countersigned, recommending the restora- 
tion of said credentials ; and, on motion of E. P. Wilson, it was 
ordered that they be restored accordingly. 

On motion, the Conference took up the resolution offered by 
P, A. Peterson respecting the change of the time of holding the 
sessions of our Conference ; and, after discussion, it was rejected by 
a vote of 36 ayes, 60 noes. 

On motion, 

Besolvedf That when the Conference adjourn to-day, it adjourn to meet at half- 
past three o’clock p. m. 

At eleven o’clock the Conference took up the order of the day, 
viz., the report submitted this morning from the Committee on the 
Religious wants of the Colored People, which was again read, and 
with the resolutions recommended, adopted. (See report C.”) 

George Nelson, a colored local preacher of Mecklenburg Circuit, 
was recommended by the Quarterly Conference of that circuit for 
ordination as a deacon in our church ; passed examination of 
character, and was elected to deacons’ orders accordingly. 

Talleyrand Grant, a colored local preacher of Farmville Station, 
and Henderson Goins, a colored local preacher of Albemarle Cir- 
cuit, were recommended by the Presiding Elders of the Randolph 
Macon and Charlottesville Districts respectively, as suitable persons 
to be elected to deacons’ orders, passed in examination of character, 
and with the concurrence and approval of the presiding Bishop, 
were elected accordingly, said election being subject to the condi- 
tion that these brethren shall be approved by the Quarterly Con- 
ferences of the charges to which they belong. 
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E. M. Peterson, from the Committee on Sunday Schools, made a 
report which was read and adopted. (See report G.”) 

R. M. Smith, from the Committee on Ministerial Support, made 
a report, which was read and adopted. (See report D.”) 

John E. Edwards oifered the following resolution, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That having heard the announcement by our brother, Rev. Nelson 
Head, D. D., of his purpose to sever his connection with the Virginia Conference, 
by transfer to the Baltimore Conference of the M. E. Church, South, we hereby 
express to him our profound regret in parting with him as a co-laborer in this 
Conference ; and that we congratulate the Baltimore Conference on the acquisi- 
tion of so able, devoted, and valuable a minister to their ranks. 

And on motion of R. O. Burton, it was 

Resolved, That the Baltimore Episcopal Methodist be requested to publish the 
foregoing resolution. 

The Conference took up the resolutions offered on yesterday by 
Alexander G. Brown, proposing amendments to the Constitution of 
the Board of Domestic Missions of this Conference ; when W. W. 
Bennett offered as a substitute for those resolutions the following, 
which was adopted : 

Resolved, That the several District Conferences be, and they are hereby in- 
structed to consider and report the number and wants of the missions in the dis- 
trict, to the Domestic Board at the annual Conference. 

And then the Conference adjourned to meet at 3J o’clock p. m.

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REPORTS. 



EDUCATION.— “A.” 

The Committee to whom was referred the subject of Education beg leave to re- 
port as follows : The education of the youth of our land on Christian principles, 
must be regarded by every member of this body as of the gravest importance. A 
conference of Methodist preachers at this day surely needs no argument to per- 
suade them of this fact. For more than thirty years Randolph Macon College 
has been our chief reliance for the liberal education of our sons. She has accom- 
plished work in her long and brilliant career, and has conferred priceless bless- 
ings on the church and civil society, by sending forth from her halls a large 
number of young men with consecrated learning to fill positions of honor and 
usefulness in both church and State. When this college was instituted, there were 
no railroads in this State. And when the lines of railroad were established, it 
was left so remote from these great thoroughfares as seriously to embarrass its ope- 
rations and prevent its success. This difficulty has pressed heavily upon the 
friends of the college for a long time ; efforts have been made, and expres- 
sions of the opinion of this Conference given, from time to time, looking to the 
removal of the college from Mecklenburg county to a more eligible location. In 
the meantime, the beautiful and healthy village of Ashland, in Hanover county, 
Virginia, offered inducements so strong as to fix the eyes of the friends of Ran- 
dolph Macon on that place. And, at an unusually large meeting of the trustees 
of the institution, held at the college in Mecklenburg, in J une last, it was deter- 
mined by a large majority to remove the college to Ashland if they could obtain 
authority to do so. That authority was obtained, and the college has been re- 
moved to Ashland. Sorrow filled all hearts, and some eyes were moistened with 
tears in parting from the old consecrated halls and grounds. But stern necessity 
seemed to demand that the separation should take place, if the trustees would 
carry out the great trust committed to them. 

On the first day of October last, the first session of Randolph Macon at its new^ 
location, was opened under encouraging auspices. The beautiful grounds were 
made alive by lighthearted young men, who had bent their eager, pleasant, and 
rapid way to this time-honored institution, in search of a Christian education. 
The faculty was selected 'with great care, and, we think, time will prove, with 
great wisdom. In all respects, they are worthy of the entire confidence of the 
public. Dr. Duncan, the President of the College, is widely and favorably known 
in the country, and possesses high and peculiar qualifications for his office. The 
college premises are attractive to the eye, well adapted to the comfort of students, 
exceedingly healthy, and accessible from all directions by railroad. Here, then, 
to the great joy of many hearts, our people and the community at large may find 
every facility for the liberal and Christian education of their sons. And now all 
that is needed, under the blessing of God, to give Randolph Macon a new career 
of usefulness more brilliant than its past, is, that all its friends in this and other 
patronizing Conferences should give to it their prompt and liberal support, by 
contributing their money and furnishing it with students. 
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There are three Female Colleges under the patronage of this Conference. The 
^Ye8leyan Female College, in Murfreesboro’, N. C. The Rev. Paul Whitehead, 
with his well known energy, tact, and ability, presides over this institution. Its 
present number of students is between seventy-five and eighty, a sufficient number 
to pay current expenses. 

There is also a Female College in Petersburg of high grade, of which Ricliard 
.Jones, late professor of Randolph Macon College is President. With such a 
president this college must prosper. It has now about eighty pupils. 

Dr. J. C. Blackwell has lately become the President of the Danville Female 
College, and his wide and well-deserved fame as an educator, must largely contribute 
to the success of this institution. It is cause of thankfulness to God that these 
institutions have survived the desolations of war, and are now in a condition so 
favorable for meeting the wants of our people in respect to the education of their 
daughters. 

Your committee recommend for adoption the following resolutions : 

Resolved 1st. That the removal of Randolph Macon College from its old site in 
Mecklenburg county, Virginia, to its new locality at Ashland, Hanover county, 
Virginia, meets with, and hereby receives, the most decided and entire approval 
of this Conference. 

Resolved 2d. That our preachers and people be, and are hereby earnestly re- 
quested and urged, to give to the agents of Randolph Macon College their cordial 
and liberal support and co-operation. 

Resolved 3d. That we regard the present faculty of the college as one of the 
ablest in the land, and eminently worthy of the entire confidence of all who have 
sons or wards to educate, and that we hereby pledge them our warmest co-opera- 
tion in sustaining the college. 

Resolved 4th. That we recommend to the respective patronizing communities, as 
well as to our people at large, the Wesleyan Female College at Murfreesboro’, 
North Carolina, the Petersburg, and the Danville Female Colleges as worthy of 
their confidence and support. 

Resolved 5th. That we believe, however, that Wesleyan Female College, at Mur- 
freesboro’, North Carolina, is not only in itself eminently deserving our patronage, 
but that in view of the fact that it is our only Conference institution built by the 
liberality of our people, and managed in the interest of no individual or corpo- 
rate body, but of the Conference and the church, it is our duty and our interest to 
give to it our heartiest support.

PUBLISHING INTERESTS.— “B.” 

The Committee on the Publishing Interests of the Church, having had the 
communications from the publishing house at Nashville referred to them; and 
having given to the matters contained in them their calm and careful considera- 
tion, beg leave to submit, as the result of their reflections, the following report : 

Your committee desire to express their sincere gratification at the present con- 
dition, and prospective prosperity and usefulness of our publishing house. They 
find that the business of the house is conducted on purely commercial principles, 
the only plan of operations that can generate business and guarantee success. 
The well matured plans of the agent, guided by his well known energy and enter- 
prise, are giving efficiency to the measures of the church for the increase and dif- 
fusion of religious knowledge and literature. Under his faithful and zealous 
management we may confidently hope for a long and brightening future of pros- 
perity and success to perpetuate and crown the establishment. 

But your committee, while rejoicing at the profitable results of the past, and 
the promising prospects of the future history of our publishing house, are pained 
to think, and feel compelled to say, that, as a Conference, representing a large and 
important section of the church, we are contributing comparatively very little, if 
anything, towards these gratifying results. We are so remote from the establish- 
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ment ; we have been so impoverished by the war ; our destitution is so great, that 
we find, in our present circumstances, co-operation almost impracticable. Our 
needs clamor for a relief that our condition does not allow us to supply. We need 
our religious books — our own church literature. The wastes of time, the ravages 
of war, the zeal with which our libraries were despoiled to meet the mental and 
spiritual wants of our soldiers, have bereft us and our homes of these cherished 
and sacred treasures. How gladly would we see the old books in their old places. 
But we have little hope of the sight, unless some new or more practicable arrange- 
ment can be made by which these w'astes can be supplied. We are too poor to 
buy for cash, and too independent to ask for credit. Yet, if these books were 
within easy and convenient reach, we might, by slow and gradual accumulations, 
refill our shelves, and again grow familiar with the forms and faces of these 
friends of the former days and better times. 

Your committee have given anxious thought to this subject. They can suggest 
no better means of relief than the establishment among us of some agency by 
which we may come into closer and freer relations with our publishing house. 
If such an arrangement, as we will presently recommend, could be made, it would 
greatly relieve our needs, and, we think, increase the trade and auerment the 
profits of the publishing house. 

Your committee have also considered the proposition, from the same source, as 
to the necessity of publishing the Minutes of the Annual Conferences, and we 
cordially admit the importance of the subject, and commend their proposition to 
the favorable co-operation of the Conference. 

In conclusion, as embodying our opinions on the several subjects brought under 
our consideration, we beg leave to submit the resolutions following for such action 
as to the Conference may seem to be proper or necessary : 

1. Resolved, That the Rev. W. W. Bennett, D. D., be, and he is hereby requested, 
to enter into correspondence with our general agent at Nashville to ascertain 
whether any, and if any, what arrangements can be made for the supplying of our 
people with the publications of our church, from the city of Richmond, and in 
connexion with the Richmond Christian Advocate or its editor as agent. 

2. Resolved, That we recommend to the ministers and members of our church, 
within our Conference, the propriety of securing the publication of the general 
minutes by personally subscribing for at least two copies of the same. 

4. Resolved, That the Richmond Christian Advocate, so long and favorably 
related to this Conference, and so well conducted, is entitled to and deserves the 
confidence and fostering care of our ministers and people ; that we cordially com- 
mend it to all, and promise our cheerful aid in extending its circulation and pro- 
moting its interests.

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KELIGIOUS WANTS OF THE COLORED PEOPLE.— “C.” 

The committee appointed to consider wdiat plan should be adopted by this bodv 
to meet the obligations imposed by the Great Head of the Church on us to pro- 
vide, to the extent of our influence, for the religious instruction of the colored 
race in the bounds of the Virginia Conference, have given this subject their prayer- 
ful consideration, feeling that it is one of grave importance, and worthy of your 
wisest action. Your action will affect the spiritual condition of a very large class 
of society, apparently committed, in some sort, to us. We cannot overlook the 
fact that these people are among us, a part of our society, and, in contact with them 
we shall be brought daily, it may be for some time to come. Their souls have 
been redeeme<l by the blood of Jesus ; and his command to us who preach is, to 
do so to “all nations.” We must not transfer this work to other hands if allowed 
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to perform it. To neglect it, we fear, would be to sin. The pure standard of our I 

society invokes us to step forth to the aid of these people, suddenly divorced from I 

a former relation to the other class of society, unfurnished with spiritual guides, I 

and no capacity as yet to walk alone. We need not suggest to this intelligent I 

body of ministers and laymen, how the well meaning, ignorant man may become I 
the dupe of the designing, the tool of the vicious, and the victim of the depraved. ' I 
Many of the colored people were members of our church — many are now. It is I 

apparent to us, yom* committee, from all the information we have obtained, that I 

Providence now opens the door through which we should promptly enter, to gather I 

as many as we may into the church. Various causes have led many, who were I 

once “ of us,” into other communions, and they are now served by strange pastors, ■ 

with whose modes of thinking and acting neither we nor their flocks have been * 

familiar. 

We rejoice that Clirist has been preached to them ; but we will rejoice the more 
as we shall return from the mountains bearing on our shoulders the “ lost sheep.” 

We thank God that other States have succeeded in organizing Conferences for tliis 
people, and that many colored ministers and members stand up now in our church 
“ clothed and in their minds.” Minds disabused of error, and with hearts renewed 
in their attachment to us, who led the van in calling them to Christ. Shall we 
pause, while God invites and commands us to act, and society implores us to lead 
these people to that holiness which fits man, of every color and clime, for his 
duties on earth and his reward and home in heaven? 

We submit, for adoption, the subjoined resolutions, viz. : 

1. That the necessary steps be taken at this session to organize, as soon as prac- 
ticable, an annual Conference for colored people, to be called the “Virginia Con- 
ference of the Colored Peoijle,” over which our Bishops, for the present, shall pre- 
side, as provided by the Discipline. 

2. That the presiding Bishop is hereby requested to appoint a superintendent, 
whose duty it shall be to take steps preliminary to the organization of this Con- 
ference, and encourage and promote in every way his wisdom may suggest, the in- 
tellectual and religious culture of the colored people in the limits of this Con- 
ference. 

3. That the salary and expenses of the superintendent shall be paid by the 
Board of Domestic Missions of this Conference. 

4. That the superintendent may collect missionary funds from the colored people 
and others to assist in paying the amount of his salary and expenses. 

5. That a committee of three laymen and three ministers, now present attending 
as delegates or members of this body, shall fix the salary of the superintendent 
and report the same to the Board of Domestic Missions of this Conference. 

6. That Bishop Early be, and he is respectfully requested (with the concurrence 
of Bishop Wightman), to organize the Colored Conference provided for in these 
resolutions, and occupy as much of his time as practicable in aiding the superin- 
tendent in his labors ; and that Bishop Wightman be, and is hereby requested, to 
give this work, as far as other duties will permit, the benefit of his presence and 
labors ; and, furthermore, that the presiding elders and ministers of this Conference 
are requested to co-operate cordially with them.

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MIXISTEEIAL SUPPORT— “D.” 

The Committee on Ministerial Support beg leave to report the following : The 
committee have made due inquiry into the manner in which the ministers on our 
several charges had been supported during the past year ; and also into the opera- 
tion of the plan adopted by the Conference at its session in 1867, with a view to 
recommend such modifications or additions as might appear expedient. For in- 
formation on these points, the committee had recourse to the reports ordered by 
the last annual Conference in these words : 

Resolved, “That we consider it an especial duty of the Presiding Elders to look 
after the temporal interests of the churches and of the pastors under their over- 
sight ; and that they be required to present reports, in writing, at the commence- 
ment of each annual Conference, showing the condition of the finances of their 
respective districts ; the manner in which the financial plans of the Discipline and 
of the Conference have been executed ; the deficiencies, if any, in the salaries of 
the ministers and the causes thereof, and whether any neglect of duty is charge- 
able on the rainistei’s or the lay officials.” 

The reports furnished to us were from the Charlottesville, Lynchburg, Peters- 
burg, Danville, Murfreesboro’, Kandolph Macon, Norfolk, and Kappahannock 
Districts. From the Richmond District we had no report. 

These reports of the Presiding Elders were found full of valuable information 
and suggestions, just sucli as the committee needed. It is to be regretted that we 
were left without like information, and tlie benefit of similar suggestions, based 
upon observ'ation and experience, from the remaining districts. 

So far as we have been thus able to ascertain, the ministry has been better sup- 
ported the last year than during the preceding. In some districts, particularly the 
Norfolk and Rappahannock, the improvement was marked and gratifying. 

It remains to be deplored, however, that there is a large deficiency in the aggre- 
gate amount assessed, and that many worthy ministers have fallen so far short of 
receiving the sum assessed as necessary for their support, as to be involved in 
serious distress. Some of the causes assigned by the elders, as in their judgment 
producing this result, are providential, and can only be patiently endured. Promi- 
nent among these is the poverty of the people which prevents contributions from 
many who are liberally inclined. As far as this difficulty is real, the committee 
can only urge the ministers to restrict their demands as far as possible to the ability 
of their charges, and to ask no more than a very economical support. But the 
committee are convinced that, with a system of universal contributions, the mem- 
bership on almost all of our charges could comfortably support their pastors 
without oppressive burdens to any ; and the duty of thus supporting them, should 
be diligently taught and enjoined. 

Another cause for deficits on our stations is one that admits of remedy : It is the 
frequent neglect of stewards to give to their duties the time and zeal required for 
their proper execution. So far as the voice of the committee can reach these 
brethren, they would respectfiilly urge upon them the vital necessity of diligent, 
patient, and ade<juate attention to their trust, that our ministers may be sustained 
and encouraged in their great work. So extreme is the necessity of having active 
and efficient men as stewards, that the committee recommend the subject as worthy 
of the earnest and constant attention of the Quarterly Conferences. 

A great cause of diminished contributions is a lack of pastoral visitation. Too 
much is often expected of our ministers in this respect ; but a compliance even 
ivith extreme demands is very important to our finances. 

The committee earnestly recommend that the financial recommendation or plan 
adopted at the last session of the annual Conference, be further adhered to, and 
remain as the law of the Conference. It simply provided that the system of assess- 
ment should be presented, and, in the name of the Conference, recommended to 
the members of each church or congregation, such assessment to be made at the 
earliest practicable day ; and it prescribed means for securing a proper attention 
to the subject. 

4 
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The reports of the Presiding Elders, to which we have already referred, repre-^ 
sent that this recommendation, though as yet only partially accepted, has worked 
advantageously. Those districts in which the plan of assessment has been most 
largely introduced, can claim, we believe, much the l^er part of the improve- 
ment in the financial returns. There is a prejudice widely, out not numerously, 
entertained, which interferes in some measure with its more rapid adoption. Some 
members permit themselves to regard it as a tox/ whereas, it is simply a means of 
distributing among brethren the burden of a common duty, in fiiir and equitable 
proportion to their several circumstances and abilities. Surely, no one willing to 
contribute his fair share, can regard this as oppressive ! But it does not prevent 
any one from determining his own contribution ; nor does it reject the offerings of 
those brethren whose liberality prompts them to enlarge their contributions. It is 
but the recommendation of the Conference to the various bands of brethren under 
its oversight, to divide among them, on fair and generous principles, the weight 
of a common obligation. It is believed that as the plan is better understood, the 
objections will cease to be heard ; and it is earnestly hoped that the advantage of 
having some uniformity of action will induce even such as may remain uncon- 
vinced to withhold their opposition. 

It is essential to the efficient operation of this plan (or indeed any other) that 
its application be commenced on every circuit and station within tiie early days 
of the Conference year, say not more than ten days after the affioumment of the 
Conference for the district stewards’ meeting, and within a month for the stations 
and circuits. The Conference year commences at a period when money begins to 
be most plentiful on most of the pastoral charges. It ends at a time when it is 
most scarce. To postpone the collections, fipom the first to the last of the Confer- 
ence year, not only therefore exposes the pastor to much inconvenience in the 
interim, but can scarcely fail to diminish the gross amount. The sums agreed to 
be paid by the respective members should be solicited either in advance, or in not 
fewer, in any case, than quarterly instalments. 

Finally, the committee urge upon the Conference the importance of requiring a 
faithful and efficient execution of its plan for securing the support of its ministry. 

The end sought is of the deepest importance, and is worthy of our most anxious 
effort. The efficacy of proposed exp^ients can only be tested by experience. 
Whatever is determined on, should have a fair trial. If unavailing, then let it 
give place to some other. But the wisest measures of the Conference will prove 
abortive without its own intelligent and faithful oversight. A regulation not 
universally obeyed, soon falls into general neglect. The committee are firmly 
convinced that, while the duties imposed on minifjters and laymen are essential, 
without the active agency of the Presiding Elders as contemplated in the resolu- 
tion of the last annual Conference already recited, neither the present nor any 
other financial system can work any large or permanent advantage ; and that with- 
out the written report required by the same resolution, no tangible or salutary 
responsibility will attach to the neglect of the wishes or commands of the Con- 
ference. In such case it is not difficult to foresee the speedy failure' of the effort 
now making by the Conference to remove or lessen the distressing evils of inade- 
quate ministerial support.

FOREIGN MISSIONS.— «E.” 

The committee to whom was referred the subject of our Foreign Missions, beg 
leave to make the following report : A church, without foreign missions, while 
such extensive and thickly peculated fields in heathen lands spread out before 
our vision, urgently inviting Christian enterprise and toil in behalf of perishing 
millions of our race, should be regarded as an anomaly in Christendom. It is a 
source of painful regret that our church has done so little in this direction. We 
have but two foreign missions. One in China and the other among the Indians of 
the far west. Our Indian Mission suffered greatly by the late war. We have in 
this field five white missionaries and fifteen native preachers. These men labor 
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among the Cherokees, Creeks, Choctaws, and Chickasaws, the four tribes number- 
ing aTOUt fifty thousand souls. Our church membership is about two thousand. 
Gracious revivals have extended throughout our Indian Mission Conference. In 
some places our membership has been more than doubled within the last four 
months. The venerable superintendent. Rev. John Harrell, says: “During a resi- 
dence of thirty-seven years in this frontier, I have never seen the church in a 
better condition.” How should intelligence like this excite our gratitude to God, 
and stimulate the Conference and our people to redoubled zeal and liberality in 
support of this mission ? 

Under the providence of God, China is now a more inviting field of missionary 
enterprise than ever before. We are told by our acting secretary that “the old 
barriers are broken down, and that the missionaries now have unembarrassed 
access to every part of that vast empire. Officers of government are inquiring 
for our books ana attending our chapels. The native churches are ^wing rapidly, 
and that by a higher class of society than heretofore. Our missionary debt has 
been reduce this year some nine thousand dollars. Upon the whole, our foreign 
missions, though few, have been owned of God, and have received the seal of his 
blessing, in making them instrumental in extending the Messiah^s Kingdom. 

Since the war, our desolations and poverty at home have been so great as to 
absorb nearly all of our missionary resources. But now the time has come when 
we should look to the regions beyond and more largely contribute to the increase 
and support of our foreign missions. 

Your committee recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved That our preachers should carefully inform themselves on the sub- 
ject of our foreign missions, that they may be able to present this cau^e the more 
efficiently to their several congregations.

DOMESTIC MISSIONS.— “F.” 

The Board of Domestic Missions of the Virginia Conference regret that they 
are not prepared to make a more satisfactory report of their operations, in the 
bounds of the Virginia Conference, during the past year. They, nevertheless, are 
OTateful to Gb)d for any measure of success which has crowned their labors in the 
limited field to which their operations have been restricted. With the design of 
correcting and abating the evils consequent on the excessive appropriations of the 
previous year, the Board, at the last seasion of the Conference, discontinued several 
of the missions which had been in operation, and made appropriations for the 
benefit of the few that were continued, but slightly in excess of the fiinds actually 
in the hands of the treasurer at the close of the last Conference. The following 
missions comprise all that were retained and recommended by the Board, namely : 
Rocketts and Sidney missions in the city of Richmond ; Hampton and Fox Hill 
mission in the Richmond District ; Lynchburg city mission ; Piedmont miasion in 
the Charlottesville District ; the Prince George miasion in the Petersburg District ; 
the Currituck mission in the Murfreesboro’ District ; the Amherst colored mission 
in the Lynchburg District ; and the mission to the German population in the 
several cities in the bounds of the Conference. For these several missions appro- 
priations were made by the Conference on the recommendation of the Board, a.s 
follows: Rocketts, $300; Sidney, $300; Hampton and Fox Hill, $150; Pied- 
mont, $100 ; Prince George, $100 ; and Currituck, $100. Total, $1,050. 

The Lynchburg city mission was left to be sustained by the churches in Lynch- 
burg, and the Amherst colored mission to be supported by the Amherst circuit, 
without any appropriations from the Board. 

Drafts have been made on the treasury up to this date as follows : In favor of 
Rocketts, $300; in favor of Sidney, $300; in favor of Piedmont, $100; in favor 
of Prince George, $100 ; in favor of Currituck, $100. Total, $900. The drafts 
exceeded the amount of funds in the treasurer’s hands by about $3Q0. 
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This excess has been provided for by domestic mission funds in the hands of 
the preachers contiguous to the missionaries in whose favor the drafts were 
drawn. 

No drafts were made in favor of Hampton and Fox Hill mission for the reason 
that the Presiding Elder of the Richmond District was not able to procure the 
services of a missionary for this field of labor. 

From this exhibit it will be seen that the Board has made a very economical 
use of the domestic mission funds. And this has been done, as before stated, with 
the object of bringing back our missionary operations to the original plan of limit- 
ing the appropriations to the amount of money actually in the hands of the trea- 
surer at the close of the amiual session of the Conference. 

The detail of our missionary operations for the past year furnishes the following 
particulars, which are worthy of note : 

Rocketts Mission . — This mission is situated on the eastern limit of the city of 
Richmond, and embraces a field in which there is a growing population. It has 
been supplied during the year by the Rev. Robert A. Armistead, who has devoted 
his time and labors most assiduously and untiringly to his work. During the 
year brother Armistead has raised $430, which has been applied to church repairs. 

In his report he says : “ The mission is in a promising condition. The Sabbath 
school numbers one hundred and twenty scholars, eleven teachers, and seven 
officers. The church is in an improving state, exerts a fine influence, and bids 
fair, at no distant day, to be self-sustaining.” 

Sidriey Mission . — This mission is situated in the western and southwestern 
suburbs of Richmond. It has been in charge of Rev. Jas. H. Crown, who has 
labored earnestly and faithfully in the work assigned him by the Conference. In 
his report to the Board he says: “I consider the mission in a favorable condition. 

I n several respects there has been considerable improvement during the year. The 
1 ‘ongregation is more than double the number of last year. The Sabbath school is 
in a prosperous condition. The spiritual condition of the chmch is favorable.” 

What has heretofore been known as The Petersburg City Mission, has been 
merged into the city stations, the several chapels being bracketted with the charges 
most convenient to them respectively, and the membership and other statistics re- 
ported through the pastors of these charges. The congregations woi’shipping at 
the mission chapels have been faithfully served by local preachers without any 
appropriations from the funds of the Mission Board. 

The Lynchburg City Mission is one that is just now opening a promising and ' 
inviting field. This mission is under the management of a Local Mission Board ' 
in Lynchburg, composed of an equal number of laymen chosen from the two 
Methodist churches in the city, together with the pastors of the churches, and the 
Presiding Elder of the district. All the money raised by the two churches in the 
city for domestic mission purposes, is, by resolution of the Conference, applied to 
the mission. Steps have been taken to build two mission chapels — one in the vil- 
lage of Madison, on the Amherst side of the river, opposite the city, and the other 
at the Ljmchburg rolling mills, about four miles up the river from the city. Funds 
are now being raised to carry out the work. In the village of Madison a lot has 
been donated by a liberal gentleman on which to build the chapel, together with a 
fifty dollar subscription to aid in the work. A Sunday school is in operation at 
this point. 

The Rolling Mills Company have generously donated a lot for a chapel at the 
mills, and appropriated three hundred dollars to aid in rearing the building. The 
operatives and others have subscribed liberally in aid of this movement, and we 
iiope very soon to have a house ready for the Sunday school of forty children 
already in operation, and for the regular public religious services. A class of 
fourteen membe)*s has been organized at the mills ; and prayer meetings, with occa- 
sional preaching by visiting ministers, are held weekly in private houses. 

Piedmont Mission . — This mission is situated in the mountain region of Madison 
county. It was served during the past year by the Rev. J. F. Finnell, who also 
acted as colporteur of the American Tract Society. He reports four houses of 
worship belonging to our church estimated at $1,5*00. He further expresses the 
opinion that the mission field may be enlarged, and, if properly served by a faith- 
ful minister, may soon become a self-supporting circuit. 
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The Currituck Mission has been served by the Rev. Banister H. Jarvis, who has 
labored faithfully in his charge. Amount raised on the mission for current ex- 
penses $251.55. The Board recommend the continuance df this mission. 

The Dan River Mission was not recognized as such by tne Board at the last ses- 
sion of our Conference, but w’as supplied through the Presiding Elder with the 
valuable services of the Rev. D. F. Hodges, who also acted as colporteur of the 
.^.merican Tract Society. He says the mission field contains an area of about five 
hundred square miles, in which there is only one regular day school. During the 
year he has organized and kept up nine Sabbath schools, with an average of 
seventy scholars, oificers, and teachers to each school. The !^ard have recognized 
this as one of the Conference missions with the hope of being able to supply it in 
the future, so that the labor bestowed upon it and the results attained may not be 
lost to the church. 

The Rev. E. N. S. Blogg, appointed to labor among the German population in the 
principal cities within the bounda of the Conference, reports that he has visited 
Petersburg once, Norfolk four times, L 3 mchburg once, and Richmond once ; that 
on the occasion of these several visits he has preached to the German population, 
visited their families, and baptized nine children. He has performed this service 
without any remuneration from the Board, and we recommend his continuance as 
a laborer in this mission field. It is proper to say that brother Blogg resides in 
the city of Baltimore, and when at home he preacnes regularly every Sabbath. 

Smith River and Flint Hill Circuits, in the boimds of the Danville District, are 
properly mission fields, but were not so recognized at the last Conference. Besides 
these there are a number of other circuits which are entirely unable to afford a 
competent support to a pastor. 

Gosport, on the eastern limits of Portsmouth, in the Norfolk District, is properly 
u mission, and has strong claims upon the Board. But, for the want of money, the 
Board bannot make adequate appropriations to these several missions. 

The Amherst Colored Mission is prospering and doing well. It has been sus- 
tained during the year without any appropriations from the Mission Board, and 
has been served by the Rev. J. Powell Garland, pastor of the Amherst Circuit. The 
Board wishes hereby to express their high appreciation of his services in supervis- 
ing this colored mission. 

The Board is of the opinion ‘that the appropriations for the aid of the domestic 
missions recognized by the Conference should not exceed tlie amount of funds in 
the treasurer’s hands at the close of the Conference session. The times are exceed- 
ingly precarious and unsettled, and it is hazardous to make appropriations in 
excess of our funds, and to make drafts which the treasurer cannot pay. 

The Board very heartily approves of the plan adopted by the churches in 
Lynchburg, in reference to the city mission, and would earnestly recommend the 
adoption of this plan by the churches in Richmond and Petersburg, and in other 
places where the usage may be made to apply. We allude to the support of the 
city missions by the city churches. Local Boards might be formed in Richmond 
and Petersburg, for example, v as has been done in Lynchburg, taking charge of the 
mission work in these cities, respectively, with the privilege of employing all the 
domestic mission funds raLsbd in the churches of the city in the service and sup- 
port of the city missions. The adoption of this plan would relieve the Conference 
domestic mission fund from a heavy tax, and would stimulate the churches in the 
rural districts to increased liberality in their contributions to the fund, since all 
the money raised in the circuits could thereby be appropriated to the missions in 
the destitute sections of the country. The plan in the long run would inure to the 
advantage of our domestic mission work both in the cities and in the country. 

The Board recommend the following domestic missionary appropriations for 
the ensuing year ; Rocketts, $200 ; Sidney, $200 ; Prince George, $100 ; Curri- 
tuck, $100 ; Piedmont, $50 ; Culpeper, $400 ; Second Street, Portsmouth, $200 ; 
Goochland, $75; King George, $100; Rappahannock, $50; Dan River, $150; 
Ringgold, $100 ; Flint River, $100 ; Big Island, $250 ; Orange, $50 ; work among 
colored people of Virginia Conference, $300.

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SUNDAY SCHOOLS.— “G.” 

The committee on Sunday Schools beg leave to submit the following report : 
Your committee refer with much pleasure to the fact that the statistics reported at 
this Conference show a manifest improvement in our Sunday school work. This 
improvement has been marked by a considerable increase in the number of 
scholars enrolled, by the or^nization of schools where none have existed for 
years, and by an increased liberality on the part of our people for the support of 
the Sunday school cause. We may safely affirm that no period in the history of 
our Conference has been characterized by as much zeal and energy in behalf of 
Sunday schools, both on the part of our ministers and laymen, as the present. We 
are behind no denomination in the State in this great work. Twenty-two thousand 
children are gathered under our Sunday school banner, and the ranks are continu- 
ally swelling with new recruits. 

The suspension of Sunday schools during the winter months is a serious evil, 
which we should endeavor by all means to remedy. K bad roads and severe 
weather prevent the children from assembling at the church, because of its dis- 
tance from their homes, where it can be done, let a few families conti^ous to each 
other bring their children together at one of their ovm houses. There are but 
few communities where there could not be collected together more than ten chil- 
dren to form a Sabbath school in the house. 

In many of the schools reported there appears to be a great deficiency in point 
of organization, many of them having no other officer than a superintendent, 
while according to the judgment of your committee there should be one superin- 
tendent, assistant superintendent, secretary, treasurer, and librarian in every 
school ; the last three named offices may be united so as to be filled by one 
or two persons when deemed necessary. There also appears to be a deficiency in 
some of the schools with regard to the number and character of books in libraries. 
In a few cases schools are reported without any library at all ; in others, the num- 
ber of volumes reported are by no means adequate to the wants of the school ; 
while numbers of volumes are selected without any regard to their religious 
character. These things ought not so to be. To a child one of the main features 
of attractiveness in a Sabbath school is a good library. It is an indispensable ad- 
junct of a prosperous and efficient Sabbath school organization. Well selected 
books are little buckets with which the children are to draw water from the wells 
of salvation. They are glasses through which the children may look in order to 
see J esus. Let the Sabbath school hive be well stored with the honey of a sound 
religious literature. A few dollars will purchase it; let no Sabbath school be 
without it. We urge the officers of our Sabbath schools to keep the children well 
supplied with books. Select such books as the childien will read, and the reading 
of which will make them wise unto salvation. 

Inefficient teaching is one of the greatest evils in our Sabbath school work. 
This inefficiency is mainly attributable to the want of preparation on the part of 
the teacher for the work of teaching the young. Realizing the important character 
of the work which he has undertaken, the Sabbath school teacher should study to 
prepare himself for it. Having a clear perception of the one fundamental design 
of the whole engagement, and that is to carry the message of salvation to the souls 
of the children for whom Christ died, the teacher should make the subject of the 
lesson a matter of previous, earnest, conscientious, and effective study. It is a 
vital duty of a teacher to come before his class with a studied lesson. 

Your committee think that the want of a uniform system of teaching in our 
Sabbath schools is another cause of inefficient teaching. We recommend the 
study of the same lesson by all the scholars on the same Sabbath ; and where it 
can be done the formation of all the teachers into a class for the review of the 
lesson previous to teaching it. The Mempris system (adopted by the Sabbath 
School Society within the bounds of our Conference) is arranged and admirably 
adapted to this plan of teaching. We recommend it to our schools. 

Your committee cannot close this report without expressing their firm convic- 
tion that the Sabbath school is the surest and most effective agency for building up 
and sustaining the church that ever existed, or that can be instituted, except the 
preaching of the gospel. As an institution for religious instruction it derives 
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importance and challenges the co-operation of all Christians, from the fact that it 
combines all gospel agencies for the salvation of souls. There the Word of God 
is expounded, prayer and praise ascend to Gk>d, and the most healthful religious 
influences are brought to b^r on the young heart ere sin has hardened it, or evU 
companionship, like the coils of a serpent, has wound itself around it. The 
Sabbath school, under God’s blessing, furnishes the most promising agency with 
which the church is to resist and turn back the fearful tide of irreligion which is 
sweeping over our land. Unless unprecedented grace be poured out, the present 
generation of the adult ungodly will die as they are living ; for the mostpart our 
hope is with their children. We must seize humanity and bring it to Christ be- 
fore it becomes fixed in sin. And this is no modern discovery. It is God’s 
ancient and perpetual plan. He said to Moses, “ These words which I command 
thee this day shall be in thy heart and thou shalt teach them unto thy children.’' 
David declares that ^‘The Lord established a law in Jacob and a testimony in 
Israel, that they might teach them to their children, that they might set their 
hope in Gfod and not forget his works.” On childhood as such Jesus laid his 
hands and set his heart. Let the church, then, filled with the Spirit of her 
Divine Head, obey his commands to feed his lambs, and gather them in large 
numbers into his fold. And let Sabbath school teachers not look upon their work 
as a drudgery, for it is the work of saving souls. They constitute the spartan 
band who stand at the pass of the moral Thermopylae of the world to hold in check 
until the gospel shall subdue them, the more than Xerxean hosts of the vicious. 

Let, then, our ministers and people, duly estimating the importance of this 
great work, prosecute it with renewed diligence and energy, knowing that the 
church which slights or n^lects it, is doomed to wane in power and to incur the 
displeasure of Heaven. 

Your committee unite with the Executive Committee of the State Society in 
requesting the Bishop to appoint an agent to superintend the Sabbath school work 
within the bounds of our Conference.

OLD DEBTS OF THE RICHMOND CHRISTIAN ADVOCATE.— «H.” 

The committee appointed at the last session of the Conference to ascertain what 
could be done towards adjusting the old debts of the Richmond Christian Advocate^ 
b<^ leave to report that they have given their attention to this matter, and have 
to report that negotiation is now pending with the assignee of, Mr. Charles H. 
Wynne, by which they hope to reduce the debt due him for printing the Advocate 
by more tnan one-half the original amount. They have also corresponded with 
the house of Jessup <& Moore, of Philadelphia, in reference to the debt due them 
for paper. This firm have agreed to reduce the debt due them from $800, with 
interest for, say eight years, to $750. These are the best terras the committee 
have been able to make with these parties. The proposition of the assignee of.,. ' •

I. KEV. JAMES E. JOYNER. 

James E. Joyner was born in the county of Amherst, State of Virginia, on the 

day of , in the year , and died at his own home in the county 

of Henry, Virginia, on the 15th of March, 1868, in the — year of his age. 

For more than thirty years brother Joyner had served the church with great 
acceptability and usefulness in various appointments. His abilities as a preacher, 
although not of the very highest order, were far above mediocrity. ^ His preach- 
ing was earnest, pointed, and eminently practical. There were occasions when the 
power of divine grace was manifested in a most remarkable manner under his 
preaching, in awakening sinners, converting penitents, and comforting Christians. 
During the late war he served as a chaplain in the Confederate States Army, and 
exerted among the officers and men an influence for good, which was felt and ac- 
knowledged by all. As his failing health admonished him of the near approach 
of death, his Christian experience appeared to grow clearer and stronger. With 
simple, childlike confidence, he placed the interests of his immortality in the 
hands of the Saviour, and realized a perfect assurance of his eternal safety. 
Amidst great sufierings his peace was flowing as a river, sustained by a glorious 
hope of a blissful immortality. 



II. REV. GEORGE M. ROBERTSON. 

George M. Robertson, whose age and place of birth the committee appointed to 
prepare this memoir have not been able to ascertain, died at the residence of Mr. 
Robinson Epps, in Prince George county, Virginia, on the 30th day of J uly, 1868. 
Brother Robertson was received into the Virginia Annual Conference as a proba- 
tioner in 1860, and was regularly graduated to the office of deacon and elder. He 
was a young man of moderate ability as a preacher ; but was earnest and faithful 
in the performance of the duties of the ministry. His ministerial career was of 
short duration, but we trust he has entered upon the glorious rewards which shall 
be eternal.

The Bishops at their meeting in Louisville, Kentucky, 1868, determined not to 
change the course of study for the present, and recommended the course which 
was in use prior to the last General Conference, which is as follows : 



For Candidates for Admission on Triad. — The Bible : Wesley’s Sermons 
on Justification by Faith and on the Witness of the Spirit; Rules concerning the 
duty of a preacher, as laid down in the Discipline ; Written Essay or Sermon. 

First Year. — The Bible : Historical and Biographical parts, with reference to 
Watson’s Biblical and Theological Dictionary enlarged, with new Biblical Atlas, 
and Preachers’ Text Book; Wesley’s Sermons, Volume I; Discipline; Hymn 
Book; Clarke’s Preachers’ Manual; Watson’s Institutes, Part III; Theological 
Compend, English Grammar, Composition. 



Second Year. — ^The Bible : as to the Institutions of Christianity, with reference 
to Watson’s Dictionary, as above ; Wesley’s Sermons, Volume II ; Discipline, with 
reference to Henkle’s Analysis, Hymn Book; Smith’s Elements of Divinity; 
Watson’s Life of Wesley, and Observations on Southey; Essay or Sermon, with 
reference to Quackenbos’ Advanced Course of Composition and Rhetoric. 



Third Year. — ^The Bible: as to Doctrines, with reference to Watson’s Diction- 
ary, as above; Wesley’s Sermons, Volume III; Discipline; Hymn Book; Wat- 
son’s Institutes, Part II ; Whateley’s Rhetoric ; Essay or Sermon, with referencs 
to Vinet’s Pastoral Theology. 

Fourth Year. — ^The Bible generally : with reference to Watson’s Dictionary, 
as above ; Wesley’s Sermons, Volume IV ; Discipline; Hymn Book; Rivers’ Ele- 
ments of Moral Philosophy; Watson’s Institutes, Parti; Powell on Succession; 
RuteFs Church History ; Whateley’s Logic ; Essay or Sermon.

Artici-E 1. Tiie Board aliall be known as the Board of Domestic Missions of 
the Virginia Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Article II. The Board shall consist of a President, Vice-President, Treasurer, 
Secretary, and nine managers, who shall be chosen annually by the Virginia Con- 
ference. The managers shall consist of five members of the Conference and four 
laymen. The Board shall fill any vacancy which may occur from death, resigna- 
tion, or other cause. 

Article III. The Treasurer shall take charge of all the fimds and property 
of the Board, subject to the order of the Board, and shall make an accurate report 
annually of all recei})ts and disbursements of the Board to the Virginia Con- 
ference. He shall also receive money collected in aid of foreign missions and 
transmit the same to the Secretary of that Board. 

Article IV. The Secretary shall keep a full record of the proceedings of the 
Board. 

Article V. It shall be the duty of the Board to inquire diligently into the 
labors of the missionaries and the state of the missions ; to recommend to the 
Conference what missions shall be instituted, continued, or discontinued, and what 
appropriations shall be made for their support ; and in the intervals between the 
sessions of the Conference to organize new missions when they think it necessary 
and the missionary funds justify it, and request the Bishop to appoint preachers to 
such missions. 

Article VI. It shall be the duty of the President to publish in our church 
papers, from time to time, facts and incidents connected witli ihe condition and 
need of our various missions, in order to excite our people to enlarged liberality 
in this department of Christian benevolence; and he shall also present an annual 
report to this Conference setting forth the present condition of the various mis- 
sions in our bounds, and making such recommendations as he and the Board may 
deem advisable for the more complete success of the cause of missions. 

Article VII. Every minister laboring on one of our missions shall forward 
semi-annually to the President of the Board a mil report of his labors and of the 
state of the mission.

XV. 

PLAN OE ELECTING LAY DELEGATES TO THE ANNUAL f’ON- 

FEKENCE. 

Two male members of the church shall be elected by the first or second quarterly 
conference, of each pastoral charge, to attend the district conference, and whose 
especial duty it shall be to elect four lay representatives (one of whom may be a 
local preacher) from the district to the Annual Conference. In case of failure to 
hold a district conference, the Presiding Elder shall call together said representa- 
tives of the quarterly conferences for the purpose of electing the delegates to the 
Annual Conference.
